As I locked upon his highly intelligent 

features and the long ramus of that young 

man’s jaw, I recalled the face of another 

man with a long jaw who, although he 


never had the honor of having his portrait 
printed as a “successful fighter” of the 


Standard Oil company, would have no 
trouble, did he need it (which he doesn’t), in 
securing a letter from the big | pany 
recommeriding him as one of the brightest 
business men in American industria) history. 
The general public notion of what the 
Standard Oil company really is is cloudy. 
By reading the magazines one would some- 


times fancy that it was a kind of jabberwock 


or jJub-jub dragon, the legitimate material 
for the industrial sword of the young Amer- 
ican knight. But James Brown, whose story 
will be told here, had no notions of that 
kind. Brown was one of the many men— 
the hundreds of men— Who ‘quocessfully 
fought” the Standard and who" thereby 
gained the good will and even friendship 
of at least one of the largest stockholiiers 


‘of the company. 


It was not so long ago that Brown did it; 
and the way he did it will be a revelation to 
Miss Tarbell and others who have written 
about the Standard without knowing much 
of the technique of business affairs. The 
story of Brown is a story for young men 
who have ambitions not to let the grass 
grow under their feet, and entirely apart 
from its curiously interesting facts it has 
the merit of true, 


Started Boy. 

Mr. Brown was bred in New York City, 
where he started in life as an errand boy. 
He saved his pennies, secured a situation in 
the office of an oil company in Pennsylvania, 
and later became an officer of the con- 
cern, Brown had in him the principal ele- 
ment of business success, which, by the way, 
is not the mere love of money, but the love 
of doing business for the sake of the business 


itself. He had found ita rather difficult mat- 


ter to compete with the Standard in the east 
and he packed up his clothes and came west. 
I cannot beveal the name of the city he 


selected for the seat of war, but it will suf- 


dee to say that it was one of the largest 
cities in America and not a thousand miles 
away from Chicago. The Standard was rep- 
Pesented there by the largest of the formerly 
independent oil concerns—the other concerns 
had been obliterated by the. competition. 
Brown selected his city with great wisdom, 
gs the after event proved, and wisely began 
Mis operations in a small way. His intention 

to use the entire product of his refinery

self in securing teams and a few salesmen to 
sell his oll on commission. Then he had 
printed a number of circulars, which he sent 
to all the retail grocers, his first purpose 
being to advertise himself—not his coal oil, 
by the way, but James Brown. Talk about 
Mr. Brown,” he said to his salesmen. “ Tell 
"em what a great and good man Mr. Brown 
is. Work em up about me, 80 they Il all be 
glad to meet me.” 

Brown offered his oil, at first, at the reg- 
ular Standard prices, which was high 
at that point, owing to competition else- 


where; so that Brown had a good margin to 


cut into when the ge — for price war. 


Raising ‘of Barrels. 

Meanwhile he looked around him and found 
that the Standard people were paying 40. 
cents apiece for empty oil barrels. Brown 
let it get around that he would pay 45. Up 
came the Standard people’s bid of course. 
Then Brown offered 55, and then 65 when his 
bid was not raised. This competition in old 
barrels brought out a wonderful fact. The 
Btandard company had been buying few 
empty barrels, and paid so low a price for 
them, when they did buy, that the trade in 
empty barrels was practically dead. The 
Standard had a contract with the biggest 
<00perage factory in the town for 250 new oil. 
barrels per day—which just supplied their 
wantse—so that they had really little use for 
old barrels. And, in fact, 40 cents was a good 
price for the used barrels. 

But Brown's bidding up the price started 
the market going, and of course the Standard 
people raised him right along—on principle. 
They didn’t want the old barrels, but they 
couldn’t stay out of the market; they couldn/t 
stand by and see their competitor get barrels 
on the spot; and cheap barrels, too, which 
would help him to sell oil all the more cheap- 
ly. Now, Brown did not need many barrels, 
and he soon had all he wanted, but he kept 
the ball rolling just the same, and the result 
Was that more old oll barrels than anybody

Up soared the price, higher andhigher: and 
when it got to 95 Brown quit. 1 guess I’ve 
got em all out,“ he said, “ and I’ll let the 


Standard take em at a dollar even. They are 


worth about 30 cents to me, and they are a 
dead loss to the Standard.“ 

And so they were. But the Standard: took 
them at a dollar—and had to rent an acre lot 
to store them. Those old barrels were for 
several years thereafter a landmark in the 
town. They were piled in a pyramid— 
thousands and thousands of them, many of 
them actually shipped from other cities—that 
rivaled the pyramid.at Gizah in size. And 
there they staid—a monument to Brown’s 
victory—until one night a lot of mischievous 
boys set fire to them, to the great relief of 
everybody, including the owners of them. 
“Thus Brown euchred his * rival at the 
first game. 


Winning 38 Teamsters. 
Having cleaned up the barrels, Brown be- 
gan to work in another direction. He had 
hired ten teamsters (the Standard people had 
a hundred or more), and he treated his team- 
sters as if they belonged to the foreign no- 
bility. He paid them $17 a week, to the Stand- 
ard’s $12, and he gave each of them an extra 
holiday with pay every two weeks. 

Brown could do this without loss: and he 
incidentally made each of his teamsters a 
living advertisement and active agent. The 
teamsters talked of him as if he were a god, 
and the retail grocers began to think that a 
New York prince had come to live in the 
town. Mr. Brown” became a watchword. 


But that was not all. Brown’s teamsters 


talked with the Standard teamsters, and told 
them how Brown was treating them. Dis- 
content spread among the Standard’s drivers 
and they called on the local president and laid 
a “grievance” before him. The Standard 
did not care to go to war with its teamsters— 
although it could have got thousands of men 
to All the jobs—but the old teamsters were 
useful, and Brown was beginning to hire the 
Standard’s men, so that the Standard met 
Brown's wages and raised him a dollar, to 
offset the extra holiday. | | 
Things were beginning to hum, and soon 
there occurred the event that Brown had 
been waiting for. The Standard cut the price 
of oil! Brown met the cut. Then the Stand- 
ard cut again, and again Brown metit. But 
before they could cut it the third time Brown 
made the masterstroke which he had been 
reserving all along, and to which all his other 
tactics were | | 


the Grocers. 

There was in the town a Retail Grocers - 
and Butchers’ association, the chief pur- 
pose of which was apparently to give an 
annual picnic. Now Brown had no use for 
the butchers. Butchers did not buy coal 
oil. But his heart went to the grocers, and 
he was now sufficiently known to them 
by repute to meet them personally and to 
strike the death blow to the Standard 
Jabberwock. He drove tn his handsome $500 
buggy and high bred, fast horse to about a 
hundred of the leading retail grocers and 
made friends of them. Next he drove to 
smaller groceries, shook hands with the pro- 
prietors, and helped himself to cheese and 
crackers. Brown was one of the most mag- 
netic fellows in the world, and he looked 
like a millionaire. All of which made the 
grocers his friends. Next he organized the 
Retail Grocers’ association, leaving the 
butchers out, and the fight was on in the 
last round. 

For two years Brown played the gers 
to the Hmit. He was the soul of the annual 
picnic. He took a grocer now and then for 
a drive in the park. He patted the grocers’ 
children on the head, kissed their grownup 
daughters smack, and, in short, was the 
prince that he had been advertised to be. 

Result: When the Standard cut below the 
profit line Brown staid firm at the old price, 
and laughed in the face of his competitors. 
The grocers bought his oil at a higher price 
in preference to the Standard's at a lower 
price, and the Standard wagons went home 
full every day. This sort of thing went on 
for a year, and then the Standard people 
sent for Brown. Would hecall? No, Brown 
wouldn't call. He was a busy man. And so 

the time went on until the Standard felt 
that it was not strong enough to compete 
with a man who had made himself an excep- 
tion to the laws of trade, and who could do 


‘business on a basis of personal popularity. 


Brown had the trade of the town 4nd the 
Standard of the country. But the Standard 
was losing right and left, and eventually 
offered to make Brown their foreign agent, 
with offices in London. 

I do not know how the thing eventually 
adjusted itself, but the fact was that Brown 
gradually retired from the oil business with 
enough money to build himself a magnificent | 
palace on the edge of town, and to become

Indeed, throughout the country the person 
connected. with the government, even in the 
humblest capacity, carries a prestige that 
others do not possess. While this prestige is 
not as great as in European countries, where 
the government employé is viewed with con- 


‘siderable deference, it is enough to give a 


distinct advantage to the man having it. 
The era of the spoilsman at Washington is 
past. When perchance one crops out he is 
promptly decapitated and given into the piti- 
less hands of the law. And it is well that it 18 
so. The cleaning up process has made the 


fleld of government service an attractive one 


for honest men ambitious for a modest career. 

The greatest factor in producing the pres- 
ent excellent system is the civil service law. 
In former days the government at Washing- 
ton offered few desirable places of any kind. 
confining the berths almost’ exclusively to 
commissioned places in our small army and 
navy. Today there are bout 125,000 posi- 
tions in the classified civil service alone, the 


pay ranging from a few hundreds annually 
up into the thousands.

Nowhere perhaps are the requirements for 


securing a well paying position more exact-_

A bank starts its future cashier as messen- 
ger at about $40 a month, who, after serv- 
ing nearly a lifetime in various capacities, 
may finally receive $4,000 or $5,000 a years 
A man of like energy and ability, receiving a 
fairly well paying civil service position at, 
Washington, has a clear road to become 
almost anything he wishes. He may temain 
a clerk all his life, or he may doasthe young 
man referred to—thoose # career and rise in 
the world. 


The army of government employés com- 
prises three general classes: The ambitious, 


active person who is never satisfied and who 
is always reaching out for something better; 
the one who is contented with a steady, 
modest income and who: prefers. a quiet life 
to the strenuous one; and the person who 
chooses government service as his career. 
Tue first class is composed chiefly of young 
men dependent upon their own efforts for ad- 
vancement; and these men are making and 
will continue to make an almost unbroken 
une of successes. Any ambitious young 
American, however poor in money, may fit. 
himself for a civil service examination, and, 
having secured an appointment at Washing- 


ton, realize his fondest dreams for an educa-

It is common in Washington to see a young 
man go to his office with an armful of text 
books from which to recite at the close of 
his short day’s work. That this opportunity 
for securing a liberal education is grasped 
is shown by the fact that of the 236 stu- 
dents receiving degrees in the last graduat- 
ing class at Columbian university about one- 
half were employed in the, departments. 
Within a few years nine out of ten of these 
graduates will have left Washington to make 


money and a name in their respective careers. 


This is especially true of those selecting the 
law, medicine, and scientific pursuits,

_ Get Money and. Experience, 

It is quite the thing for a graduate in law 
or medicine to retain his government position 
a few years after having received his de- 
gree, hang out his shingle, and then locate 
in his chosen town with several years’ ex- 
perience to his credit. People are wary of 
the recent graduate, but if he can show two 
or three years’ experience their confidence 


‘is immediately won. This is an advantage 


that the government employé at Washington 
possesses, and he enjoys the unique distinc- 


tion of making money while gaining expert- 4 


ence. 

Life at Washington is quiet for the average 
man. When his day’s work is ended he is 
free from responsibility. Little overtime 
work is performed, for the government policy 
is slow but sure.“ Indeed, in some bureaus 
it is looked upon with disfavor. This, taken 
with the certainty of income, removes that 
element of worry and instability which pre- 
vails in lines of trade and manufacture. A 
man is free to look about and see what he 
can do for himself. 

It must be remembered that in Washington, 
the capital city, are gathered, not only people 


from every state and city in this country but 


hundreds from abroad. The cosmopolitan 


character of Washington’s residents offers in 


itself a chance for breaking down the nar- 
row minded conservatism and personal 
prejudices that an untraveled man must in- 
variably possess. When a person finds him- 
gelf neighbor to a score of coworkers from 
as many different states, he begins to expand 


and become more liberal. alone 


education. 


Clerical Work | 

A person whose tastes are wholly clerical 
would scarcely hope to become a millionaire 
in the commercial field. He would remain 
a clerk all his life. Therefore he is wise when 
he selects a well paying clerkship under the 
government. A corporation has no use for 
a clerk over 45 years of age, though he be 
efficient. Some of the best clerks in the de- 
partments are not only 45 but over 60. A cor- 
poration would discharge them to make room 
for younger blood. Not so? the government. 


Simply because a man fails to reach & plane 


higher than clerical work is no sign that heis 
less valuable as a clerk than a professional 
man would be in his particular profession. 
The chances, however, of a man over 45 
securing a well paying position at Washing- 
ton are meager, as executive officers recog-

Chances for Good. 
The policy of executive officers now is to 
appoint to low gradés and fill higher vacan- 
cles by promotion along the line. Thus a 
clerk appointed at $900 a year may reasonably 
expect to reach $1,800 in eight or ten years. 
Entry to scientific positions ts usually at 
small salaries—$75 a month or even lower. 
The opportunities, however, for a man wish- 
ing to make science his profession are weil- 
nigh unlimited, as he has the government’s 


support throughout his career. If necessity 


for scientific investigation rises Uncle Sam 
opens his pocketbook and tells the scientist 
to go ahead. 


* 
In Demand by Outsiders. : 
A report seems to have gained credence 
that government service unfits a man for 
other pursuits. Far from it. It is true that 
some clerks and certain other inefficients 
would be unable to secure positions in com- 
mercial lines; but the hundreds of annual 
separations from government work are evi- 
dence that the government employé is in de- 
mand by outside establishments. Infact the 
demand from outside influences is so great 
among some of the higher grades of employés 
that the government, notwithstanding its 
liberality, is actually unable to retain their 
service. Instances are common where men 
receiving salaries of $2,000 to $4,000 a year 
under the government were offered double 
that amount by outside parties, the increase 
being due to the enhanced value of the ex- 
perience gained under governmental super- 
vision. This applies with equal force to the 
scientific, legal, and business workers in the 
departments. 
Certain positions in the treasury depart- 
ment, filled by promotion from the lower 
grades, are continually being drawn upon for 
‘men to fill responsible situations in banks and 
financial institutions. The department of 
agriculture especially is a fertile field preyed 
upon by outside interests requiring highly 
men.

Positions are now offered through com- 
petitive examinations, to pass which means 
preparation. The person who wants a good 
position and is unprepared should get pre- 
pared; for no matter what particular kind 
of work he may do well, he must do it better 
than his competitors in order to secure a

? Last year 40,423 appointments were made 
in the classified service, most of whom were 
mechanics and rural mail cafriers. Eleven 
hundred and sixty-nine technical or profes- 
sional and 9,768 clerical appointments were

The supply of first class male stenographers 
is never equal to the demand, and a young

While opportunities for advancement in the 
government service are good even for the 
average man, it must not be forgotten that 
an elaborate system embracing an army 
of workers tends to minimize the personal 
equation. All work as units in a gigantic 
whole.

How to Buy 


a Business. 


By J. M. Franck. 


“ep \MARLY it not quite, 50 per cent of 

the men who buy the small retail 

stores offered for sale in the city 

are men who have worked at some 

trade or other occupation and who 

ae saved enough out of their wages to 
start them in a business.“ 

So says head of one ef the largest firms 
engaged in business of finding buyers for 
stores and other businesses in the city. This 
man has been in this business for eighteen 
years and he asserts that each year he sells 
an average of 100 businesses of various kinds 
to men who are going into business for them- 
selves for the first time. Considering the 
number of firms that are engaged in a similar 
business in the city and the sales that are 
made without a broker’s help it will be seen 


that each year there is a considerable num- 


ber of workmen in this city who accumulate 
capital enough to buy or start in a busiriess. 
The kinds of business that are sold to in- 


- experienced business men are not only retail 


stores but include small manufacturing en- 


terprises, machine shops, plumbing shops, 


and similar places. Quite often a machinist, 
a. plumber, or & painter saves money enough 
to give him a start and naturally when he. 
‘comes to invest his capital he turns to the 
business that he is most familiar with. Wait- 
ers will naturally go inte the restaurant 
business and others follow the line for which 
their training adapts them. The amount ot 
capital invested by each man runs from $200 
or $300 for the small store to $3,000 or $4,009 


tor the larger establishments, but $1,000 is an 
average for investments of this class of 


buyers.

For $600 can be obtained sometimes a well 
stocked stere in a good location, and the 
man who has this amount of money will not 
lack for a variety in the opportunities offered 
to him for investment. In fact, the choice is 
80 great that if he has not already decided 
upon the particular line he wishes to enter 
he will probably be puzzied to make a selec- 
tion. Even if he has fixed upon one kind 


of business that he wishes to buy, he will 


find the variety of locations, stocks, and 
clientéle wpen for his selection ie of so 

Kinds that it will ue him some me to 
make his decision. 

If he is going to buy a shave tt dae tint. 
it is the consensus of opinion among the 
business brokers of the city that the best 
place for him is not, as might be supposed, 
uin an old established place, but in a new 
neighborhood. 

-For the man who first enters 41 new locality 
in the city and ta up a store with a clean, 
bright stock of goods thereis a better chance 
for success than for him who goes into an 
old logation where there is keener competi- 


tion. In the new location he has the chance. 


to get new trade-—trade that he obtains 
through the merits of his goods and the 
treatment that he gives to his customers, 


and this is the best custom obtainable. 


Location Most Important. 

In buying a store he should first of all look 
to the location. A stock that is old and un- 
attractive can be renewed and renovated, 
but poor location can only be remedied by 
moving, and this entails additional expense 
and loss of time in getting started, and to 
the man who is going to begin to do business 
on limited capital and experience it is ex- 
tremely essential that he 1 to get trade 
as soon as possible. 

In determining the choice of a location he 


should thoroughly mapect the neighborhood. 
and ascertain as far as possibile the kind of. 


people that reside in it, for the retail store 


outside of the downtown district is almost | 


entirely dependent upon the trade of the 
neighborhood. The nationality that pre- 
dominates in a neighborhood will materially” 
help to decide the man who is contemplating 


à new business venture there, 


If a man has made 10 particular 
in regard tq the business that he wants te 
start it will be well for him to go to a b. 
ness brokerage and find out what kinds of 
businesses are for sale and at what price, 
There he can thoroughly investigate the 
different kinds and determine which line 
he cares to invest in. He will find that there 
is always for sale in the city enough of 
every line imaginable to give him no room 
for complaint 


Tho class of stores that are most frequent 
ly offered for sale are the small cigar and 
confectionery stores that can be bought for 
from $200 to $500. One broker said that he 
had sold one store of this kind four thie 
within a year. However, there are plenty 
of these stores that yield a good Income for 
the capital invested, and there are always 


to be found buyers for those that have de- 


sirable locations, One man who Invested 
$500 a year ago in a store of this kind is now 
doing. a business that yields him a profit of 
$12 a day.

There ig probably no kind ot store 
wherein there is so much chance for a man’s 
ability to win trade as in this line, but u 
also one wherein business can be easily lost 
To be a successful groceryman it is just aa 
necessary for a man to have a knowledge of.

When a butoiel 
becomes established in one place he stays 
longer than most kinds of business. The 
price of a good market in a good locality and 
with a good run of customers is seldom less 


than $1,000. The trade which an established - 


business in this line carries with it is reck- 
oned as worth more than the stock or ixz- 
tures.

N the Chicago market of male help for 
hire and male help wanted the small ad 


columns of TRIBUND last Sunday 


showed four and a third columnsof ap- 

plicants for positions, as against the six 

and two-thirds columns of advertisements 
seeking male help. 

On the face of the showing, more men were 
wanted than were to be had, and in the dull 
season of business, too. But column meas- 
urements, as the gauge of the workers’ mar- 
ket, is as manifestly wrong on the one side 

as it is wrong on the other. Not every man 
arth is out of a position has learned the ad- 
visability of using the want columas, just 
as hundreds of employers needing help are 
loath to put the want into type. 
The average city employer is of necessity 
awake to the opportunities of business, He 
must be so in order to keep his place in the 


line of competing forces. But when it comes 


to the filling of a vacancy in the office, or 
factory, or mercantile establishment the 
employer is conservative to an astonishing 


. degree. 


„Tes, he confides to friend or close ac- 
quaintance, we are going to lose Smith.

“American squash” in London is a 
weird kind of summer drink, with something 
squashed in the bottom of the glass. Some- 
times a bit of ice is inserted, but English 
connoisseurs prefer it tepid. 
This is proving the hottest summer in Eng- 
land for many years; and as it has become 
known that American drinks are heat com- 


batets, any beverage that savors of the 


stars and stripes is eagerly consumed. But 


cocktails served without ice after—not before 


dinner, have given a number of enthusiasts 
the impreseion that either there is a heat 
wave every evening or alse that American 
drinks are not as —er as they arecracked 
up to be.

Missionary work has been undertaken, how- 
ever, by some Yankee visitors, and a few 
imported soda fountains have given a more 
correct impression. English bars and drug 
stores have sought to get in the movement—

One of the scenes repre- 
sented a New York confectionery store, with 
a soda fountain. Frank Lawton in his char- 
acter of Blinky Bill used to whistle for cool- 
ing drinks, and the audience straightway 
grew thirsty. Every one in London went to 
see Edna May, and every one thirsted. Then 
an enterprising chemist opened an American 
soda fountain bar at Ludgate hill, where he 
dispensed iced American drinks at 3 pence 
each. Crowds thronged his shop. The police 
were required to form his customers iff line, 
and the chemist is now on the high road to 
becoming a millionaire. More or less strange 
imitations arose all over London, though few 
caught the idea that the mainstay of the 
American summer drink wasice. Wanderers 
from Broadway cursed violently at being 
deceived with tepid concoctions, but as every. 
doctor in London warned the English public 
against ice, the American drink made better 
than it done cold. 


Oda lor Drinks. 

_ Meanwhile many old English favorites are 
losing ground. ‘‘ Mother¢in-law was a fa- 
vorite beverage amongst the middle classes. 
It consists of old and bitter ales mixed in 
equal proportions—a mixture that explains 
its name. Another drink with a peculiar name 
is “ dog’s nose.“ It consists of a glass of 
mild and bitter ale and a half pennyworth of 
gin. The taste is nauseous, and the headache 
it produces is unequaled. Its votaries say 
that f. sets them right when the weather is

One reasonable and sanitary excuse for tie 
English prejudice against ice was that until 
recently most of the supply was collected 
from canals and ditches in winter time. As 
it is packed in sawdust, it invariably looked 
dirty and microbe haunted. Now clean arti- 
ficial ice is being manufactured and clean ice 
is brought by shipload from Norway. 

Even now, however, the typical American 
ice wagon is unknown in London. There is 
absolutely no house to house demand, and 

even the majority of bars and shops still do 
The only people who regularly 
keep ice are fish mongers. Fish spoil so fast 
without it that it is regarded as a necessi‘y. 
Without ice, other dealers lose a vast amount 
of food stuffs in hot weather by spoiling, but 
this is borne with equanimity. The American 
resident who insists on having ice at home 
must order it fram the fish shop, and not 
mind if an aroma of fish still clings to it. 

This summer one of the great attrdctions at 
the Crystal palace, where there is a perpetual 
exhibition, is a big soda fountain, which the 
managers claim is the lafgest in the world. 
Drinks of sirup and soda are served from it in 
great variety and fairly cold. On hot after- 
noons and evenings it is absolutely besieged.

No Soda in France. 

Crossing the channel into France an entjre- 
ly new variety of summer drink is met with. 
If there is a soda fountain in the whole of 
France the writer has not been able to dis- 
cover it. Yet the French are not afraid of 
ice, and some of their beverages served at 
open air cafés are delectable: Lemonade is 
an old standby but is not made from lemon, 
but citric acid. If you want a real lemon 
you ask for “citronade.”’ A whole lemon 
is given to each glass; there is plenty of 
cracked ice, and the filler is seltzer water. 
Vermuth with cracked ice and seltzer is a 
more stimulating favorite. 

md Soft rinks in France are innumerable. 
There is ‘‘ grenadine,” merely sugar and 
water dyed red. To like it you must have a 
pronounced sweet tooth. The sugar and 
water idea is repeated indefinitely, with dif- 
ferent seasonings. Iced coffee is popular, but 
iced tea is unknown. When Americans take 
it they are looked at as if they were 9 
to polspn themselves.

Trade Is Crowded. 


There Is no established limit to the number 


of apprentices. At the presemt time it is 


declared that there are too many young men 
engaged in learning the trade. At the same 


time there are a great number of compara- 


tively unskilled men, men who never served 
a month's apprenticeship to the trade, who 


are making the wages of the journeyman, so 


it would seem there should be room for the 


painter who has learned his trade thoroughly 
and is a good workman. 


When the beginner has served his three 


years and has become a competent painter, he 


' will begin to receive the pay of a journeyman, 


The scale of wages for the journeyman house 
painter is 45 cents an hour. This is prac- 
tically the average pay of the painter in this 
branch of work as long as he is a journey- 
man. There is scarcely any opportunity for 
him to earn more as a workman. | : 

Sign painters are paid better than house 
workers. They receive 51% cents an hour. 
Ordinary interior decorators receive about 
$4 per day, but in their branch of the work 
there is every opportunity for a workman to 
perfect himself and earn more. As the day’s 


Work is fixed at eight hours, this will make 


the average weekly pay of painters as fol- 
lows: House painters, $21.60; sign painters, 
$24.72; and interior decorators, $24. 


* 
Where Ability May Show. 

In the sign and decorating branches of the 
work there is practically unlimited room for 
a man's ability to assert itself. The finer 
phases of this work call for the ideas and exe- 
cution of the artist, and the intelligent pur- 
suit of these branches of the trade can be 
made, as has been proved by the experiences 
of plenty of men in the city, extremely profit- 
able. The work of the sign painter, however, 


‘is one that takes the man who follows it 
into many parts and corners of the country, | 


and he will have to work in positions more 
dangerous than those in which the house 
painter or the interior decorator will find. 
himself. He will work someti es high up 
on the side of a hundred foot brick wall, 
swinging on a small scaffold suspended from 
the roof by only a couple of ropes. Then is 
when a moment’s dizziness or other weak- 
ness may prove fatal toa man. Without ex- 
ception the men who pursue this line of, work 
are men who are especially gifted in the mat- 
ter of nerves and agility. — 1 
But judging from the number of young 
men who wish to learn this trade, this is the 
most popular kind of painting. Undoubtedly 
the fact that the sign painter seldom works 
long in one place, but is continually moving 
about, has much to do with this. Some of 
the large firms engaged in the sign business 
in the city send men all over the country. 
The apprentice, if he goes into this line of 
the work, may be sent on the road with a 
journeyman in the first few weeks of his ap-

It makes no difference that the fault 
may have been the porter’s or the passen- 
gers’, the conductor is held responsible. 

The usual fine for misdemeanors of all 
kinds is $2. A conductor considers himself 
lucky if he gets off with $6 in fines in ten 
months out of the twelve. This makes a 
big hole in his salary. He has no chance to 
explain or contradict the charges. The 
spotter is believed, and the conductor must 
submit to it or leave the service. If the por- 
ters are not promptly on the railway station 
platforms with stools to assist passengers 
on and off the conductor gets fined for not 
looking after them.

Fines Hard to Dodge. | 
But the greatest bone of contention and the 
most frequent source of complaint is with 
the magazines and newspapers. If a spotter 


finds a pile of reading matter tumbled loosely - 


If the 
passenger happens to be temporarily chat- 
ting with some one in another seat, or smok- 
ing a cigar, and sees the conductor order the 
porter to straighten out or remove the news- 
papers, he is likely to make a row about it.

STEPHEN £. COTTER 


HERE is a stately elm tres shaaing 
the depot at Piedmont, Mo., which is 
pointed out by Manager William Cot- 


ter of the Missouri Pacific railway as 


marking the spot where he fought a 
periodical ttle with homesickness, when 
as a lad of 18 he pined for the .associa- 
tions of those he loved. It was at Piedmont 
that the present head of the Missouri Pa- 
cific met with his first experience away 
from the parental hearthstone. 

When it appeared as if he could hardly 
withstand the loneliness and longing for 
home, he would go to the old elm, and, stand- 
ing under its spreading branches, he would 
fight a battle with himself. Although the 
tears flowed freely and the desire to desert 
the office and hasten home was almost irre- 
sistible, the young telegraph operator always 
managed to conque¥ his feelings and re- 
mained sturdily at his post. Now, when 
passing Piedmont in his private car, he 
laughingly tells his friends of his experi- 
ences in the early days. | :

All Started in Small Town. 

William Cotter, the eldest of.four brothers, 
‘and who is now such a prominent figure in 
the railway world, was born in Bloomington, 
III., in 1858. The advancement of himself 
and his three younger brothers to positions as 
railway superintendents is believed to be 
unique, as so far as known it is without par- 
allel. The three other brothers are John, 
now superintendent of the Southern system 
at Birmingham, Ala.; Stephen, superintend- 


ent for the Wabash at Decatur; and George, 


superintendent for the Colorado Southern at 
Trinidad, Colo. 

The father of the four brothers was William 
Cotter, who for twenty-one years was sec- 
tion foreman of the Chicago and Alton at 
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COTTIER | 
How Four Sons of a Section Hand 
Became Railroad Superintendents. 
Pierson. 
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Towanda, a small station ten miles north 
of Bloomington. The elder Cotter, who has 
been dead five years, was a remarkable man 
in many respects, and was ambitious that his 
boys should advance in the railway world. 
He lived to see most of his ambitions ralized, 
and while not all the brothers had attained 
to superintendencies while the parent was 
alive, yet all occupied positions of honor’and 
trust. All four boys learned telegraphy at 
the little station in Towanda, where they as- 
sisted the agent in consideration of being 
allowed to learn the Morse invention. 
* 
Discharge Proves of Value. 

William, the eldest, was given his first posi- 
tion.at Towanda, where the Cotter family 
resided, following a long residence in Bloom- 
ington. William was employed about two 
years as operator when he made a mistake 
that cost him his place. In pulling a lever 
that lowered a signal ball the rope became 


. caught in some manner and the ball failed. 


to drop.. A train crew observed the mistake 
and reported him. Although no damage re- 
sulted, the officials feared that the boy was 
too young, being under the age limit pre- 
scribed for operators. He was accordingly 
discharged until he had attained a few more 
years.. This dismissal Mr. Cotter regards as 
the luckiest incident of his career. While 
waiting to attain the age at which he could 
secure employment, he attended a business 
college. While engaged at his books he was 
offered a position at Piedmont, the yellow 
fever then raging driving most of the oper- 
ators to the north. He decided to accept, 
hoping that this might prove an opportunity 
to realize his ambitions. 

He was rapidly advanced until given a dis- 
patcher’s trick at Little Rock, Ark. After- 
wards he was made trainmaster at Tex- 
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arkana, dispatcher at De Soto, thence to the 
Wabash as chief dispatcher at Decatur, 
thence to the eastern division of the Grand 
Trunk at Montreal as superintendent in 1896, 
to the western division at Detroit in 1898, to 
the Iron Mountain at St. Louis in 1900, and to 
the Missouri Pacific as manager in 1901. He 
is now mentioned as the successor of Vice 
President Russell Harding of that road, who 
recently resigned. 


* 
Others Rise Step by Step. 
John J. Cotter, the next in age, was born at 
Towanda in 1861. He learned telegraphy and 


was first employed with the Chicago and . 


Alton, remaining there until 1885, when ho 
went to the Wabash at Decatur and Litch- 
field, serving as trainmaster and dispatcher. 
He went to the Colorado Southern as super- 
intendent at Pueblo in 1902; to Selina, Ariz., 
in 1908, and thence to the Southern at Birm- 
ingham, Ala., in 1904, | 
Stephen Cotter, the third in age, was born 
in Towanda in 1870, also learned ee mee 


on the Alton; entered the Wabash service in 


1886; was appointed trainmaster’s clerk in 
1887; clerk to the general superintendent in 
1890; chief clerk in 1891; appointed fuel agent 
of the Wabash in 1901; superintendent at 
Peru, Ind., in 19038, and is now superintendent 
at Decatur, III. 
George F. Cotter, the youngest of the quar- 
tet, was born in Towanda in 1873; entered the 
service of the Wabash as dispatcher in 1800 
at Litchfield; thence to Stansbury, Mo., in 
1896; thence went to Montreal to instruct 
Grand Trunk employés in standard rules; 
thence to Jackson, Tenn., as dispatcher; to 
Montreal again, this time as chief dispatcher; 
to Memphis, Tenn., as chief; to Salt Lake 
City as trainmaster for the Colorado and 
Southern in 1902, and the year following aa 
superintendent at Trinidad. 


Old Detective Tells of Catching 


HIEF catching today as a trade is 
just the same as it wag thirty or 
forty years ago.“ 

This is what Dennis Simmons 
says, and he should know. He was 
one of the first| six plain clothes men 
who were in 1861 placed upon the 
police force in this city, and he served 
in. the different capacities of detective, 
patrolman, and detective sergeant for thirty- 
two consecutive years. In these years he 
has probably had more experience in the 
work of criminal detecting than any man in 
the city, and has reminiscences to relate, 
when the mood is on him, of experiences 
strange and varied, but he says that there 
are no great changes in the nature of the 
work of the detective. 

„ The methods of criminals change, of 
course, says he, but human nature al- 
ways was and always will be the same, so 
when you want to catch a thief now you go

about it just in the same manner as was done 


thirty years ago. A thief, or for that matter 
any kind of a professional criminal, has 
about him certain characteristics possessed 
by no other persons. The experienced de- 
tective learns to distinguish these earmarks 
and can nearly always spot a criminalina 
crowd. | 
* 4 | 
Methods Same as Ever. 
“Of course, things are greatly changed in 


the world of crime in this city and in the 


world of thief catching since when I was 
first on the force; the city has grown from 
a town of 150,000 to one of 2,000,000 or more, 
and this has changed things much. But the 
actual work of taking a criminal, of discov- 
ering his hiding place, and the method of 
making the arrest have not and cannot alter 
much. A detective locates a man that he 
wants, he finds where he stays, the room he 
sleeps in, and the position of his bed if he 
can. Then he plans to effect the arrest ‘with 
a surprise if possible and that is about all 
there is to It. 

„ have found that a man suddenly sur- 
prised, preferably in bed, is the easiest per- 
son to ‘pinch’ in the world. If you can get 
into a man's room just about daybreak in 
the morning and get to him before he is 
entirely wide awake, then there is practically 
no danger in making an arrest of the most 
dangerous criminal. At that time a man’s 
courage and power of resistance is atitslow- 
est ebb, and many a man who would rise up 
and sell his life in an endeavor to escape will 
submit to arrest with only the most per- 
functory struggle. The knowledge of this 
fact saves a detective much trouble and pos- 
eible danger in the course of a life of work in 

lain clothes.“ 

n But when it comes to speaking of the dan- 
ger that lies in the professlon ot the crim- 
inal taker this veteran of the profession is 
inclined to be humorous. 

Captures Seldom Spectacular. 

“For thirty-two years I worked among 
probably the worst ‘bad men’ in the city 
and I never in all those years suffered a sin- 
gle scratch,“ he says. There is not so much 
ot the revolver business in the work of the 


detective as many people believe. You go 
up to the man you want and look him in the 
eye. ‘I want you, Mike,’ you say, and ten to 
one, unless he is a murderer a he will 
come along without any troubie. 

1 Bae struck a man over the head with 
a billy in my life and I never covered a man 
deliberately and fired at him: yet I have 
taken some of the worst men into custody 
that ever existed, and I have been in some 
ticklish situations. There are several rea- 
sons for this immunity for the detective. In 
the first piace, the ‘ good thief,’ or other crim- 
inal, that is, the man who, despite the efforts 
of the police, makes a good living at his 
nefarious calling, will never take life. He 


will never shed blood even to avoid arrest, 


provided of course that his record is free of 


murder se far. He knows that the minute, 


vs 


tracks that led to the camp. 


he kills any one his days are numbered so far 
as active work at his trade is concerned and 
that he will have to devote all of his future 
time and energies to avoid the police. And 
also he knows that ninety-nine out of every 


hundred criminals who commit murder are 


hanged. But the new hand, the kid’ whois 
just starting in, will kill at the drop of the 
hat. Fortunately, however, for the detéc- 
tive, these kind of men are seldom met with.” 


* * 
Road to Station Long. 

When the police force in the city was 
formed in 1861 C. C. P. Bradley was the first 
chief and Long John” Wentworth was 
mayor. The first headquarters were in a wing 
of the old courthouse and the jail was in the 


basement of the same structure. Telephones | 
and patrol boxes were unheard of in police 
work and when an arrest was made the 


prisoner and detective together started out 
to walk to the station. When the prisoner 


_expressed his disapproval of this mode of 
procedure or was for good and sufficient rea- 


sons unable to take his proper part in them 
the nearest express wagon was hailed and 
the prisoner bundled, into it. Occasionally 
a wogan was not to be had and then the 


officers had an uncomfortable time. Onsuch . 


occasions Simmons recollects that a wheel- 


‘ barrow was pressed into service. 


Sometimes when a man was being walked 


away to a station his friends began to ob- 


ject seriously} and many exciting times were 
had with a couple of men dragging a crim- 
inal down the street and holding a crowd at 
a safe distance with their revolvers. The 
fate of the plain clothes man who in this 
day and age attempted to lead a prisoner for 


a mile or two out of certain localities of the 


city can be better imagined than described. 
* 
Sick Prisoners Carried Bowies. 
During the earlier years of his service, in 
the war years of 63, 64, and ’65, Mr. Sim- 
mons was stationed at the old Alton depot, 
now the Union station.

D the uninitiated a poultry farm con- 
_ sists of rows of long buildings, melosed 
.yurds, five or more acres of land, and 
several people to look after the farm.“ 


While this is a true sketch of the com- 


mercial institution it does not by any means 
represent the average establishment where 
high priced eggs and prize winning chickens 
are produced. 

It is not the large farmer but the small 
‘poultry fancier who is realizing the largest, 


returns from the money involved in the busi- | 
ness. Tife finest birds are produced by city ~ 


fanciers, and at the fall and ‘winter shows 
hundreds of specimens find ready sale at 
prices ranging from $5 to $100each. These 


facts lead to poultry raising on the city lot. 


At the present moment I can hear the 
cackling of hens, three doors to the north of 
me—right in the heart of the Englewood 
residence district. These fowls are of the 
breed known as “ buff orpingtons ’’ and are 
owned by a Chicago policeman; and this 
thrifty officer is in the business for the money 
there is in it. m an original investment 
of $50 he has since March paid his grocery, 
ice, and meat bills, and now has a stock on 
band worth over a hundred dollars—all this 
‘on a back lot 25x40 feet. His own story is 
dest told. 


Pays $30 for Twelve Birds. 


„Last winter I got the fever during the 


big show at Tattersall’s and made up my 


mind to take a flyer or several of them 


by paying $30 for a cock, cockerel, and ten 
hens and pullets for delivery at the close 
of the show. When I went home to prepare 
a place for my birds my wife called me a 
fool for what she termed my extravagance, 
but she pitched in and helped me, as she 
always does, when she thinks I’m up against 
a tough proposition. 

„We fixed up a roosting place in the base- 


ment, where it was warm, and with $10 


worth of lumber I made a double house— 
that is, a house with two rooms. I had the 
house ten feet long, five feet wide by five 
feet in height in the front and three and 
one-half feet in the rear. This house faces 
south, with a double window “three feet 
square in each room. We built a basses 
passageway between this house and our 
basement and the chickens were transferred 
every morning to the yard house, where they 
could sun themselves without danger from 
the cold weather. These yard houses were 
heated by hot water at an expense of $8. 


“The basement quarters being warmer 


‘and not quite so light as the yard house, were 
preferable for the nest boxes, and the hens 
soon learned where to look for their nest. 
I selected the five: best females and mated 
them with the cookerel for my best pen, and 
the five remaining females with the cock 
represented pen No. 2. Then with a small 
advertisement for $2 in one of the poultry 
papers I was ready to do business. My wife 
awaited the returns with considerable 
eagerness, 
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Cheap Ration to Increase Product. 

My poultry paper told me that a good 
feed for egg production might be obtained 
by making a mash of wheat screenings, 
ground finely with cut clover hay. This 
seemed to be the cheapest ration I could 
think of, so I began to feed it, and pretty 
soon my hens began to fill the egg basket. 
Some days all ten of them left their eggs 
for me to gather at night and on other days 
only seven or eight would lay. At the end 


cot the first week I had five dozen eggs and 


a dairyman, who delivered me milk, had 


began to get broody, that is, they wanted 
to set and raise a brood of thelr own. I let 
two of them have their way about it, but 
the quarters are so small that it is too much 
bother to have a lot of old biddies running 
around, so I abandoned the idea and when 
the others got broody we set them on porce- 
lain eggs and let them think they were having 
their way. A hen is much like a woman in

„During January, February, and March 
my net income from eggs was $82.50, and 
since March I have sold stock to the amount 
of $46. I now have on hand forty-two birds, 
which are worth at a rough guess abbut 
$120. We cannot care for more than forty on 
our lot—this is really too many fora working 
man to look after—so I will carry them 
through the summer and in the fall will 
have a poultry expert come and mate me up 
three pens of the best and the remainder of 
the flock will be for sale. In the meantime 
I will study this proposition, and next winter 
spend a little more money on imprevements 
and go in for still larger profits. We have 
been fortunate in having good foundation 
stock which has paid our family expenses 
and given us fried chicken and fresh eggs 
whenever we wanted them.

Little First Class Poultry. 


Statistics show that the value of poultry 


and eggs produced upon American farms 
reaches the enormous total ot more than a 
half billion dollars yearly. This ig more than 
the value of the yearly output of gold, silver, 
and coal—more than the total value of many 
other commodities that are considered of 
greater importance than the poultry indus- 
try. But, great as the poultry business cer- 
tainly is, it shows less improvement than 
any other branch of livestock. The farmer 
who will pay $1,000 or more for a bull, hog, or 
horse ts content with a flock of unprofitable 
and unsightly scrub chickens. 

Therefore it is safely claimed that more 
than 95 per cent of all the poultry that 
reaches the market is of the scrub or mongrel 
type. Every little while, however, an up to 
da ve farmer has a fine flock of chickens, uni- 
form in type, size, and color, and his product 
aways finds a quick sale at a nice bonus over 
the inferior product of the scrub flocks, 

The poultry business is yet in an Incipient 
stage, but through the persistent work of 
fanciers and poultry show promoters the 
general farmer will soon think as much of hie 
flock of poultry as he does of his herd of 
cattle or hogs. Poultry shows are powerful 
educators, and all our state fairs have their 
poultry departments, which are liberally pat- 
rontzed by the farming element. 
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Care Alone Brings Success. 

It is a fact that no branch of the live 
stock industry will yield larger returns than 
the poultry business in proportion to the 
amount invested, but an investment of this 
kind must be made carefully and with a

“Probably because’ the defenses of Port 
Arthur were becoming rather shaky the 
Russian fleet came out of that harbor last 
Wednesday, Aug. 10. They were met at 
noon by Togo’s squadron. Although the 
fighting lasted for six or seven hours, no ship 
on either side was actually gunk, although 
several were badly damaged. This showing 
is in marked contrast to 
tiago and Manila bays. 

The fact that mort damage was not done 
must be due primarily to Togo’scaution. If 
he had closed in he probably could have sunk 
several of the Muscovite vessels. He would 
undoubtedly have chosen this course if the 
fieet before him comprised all the vessels 
of the enemy. But there are the Black sea 
squadron, the Baltic squadron, and the three 
Vladivostok armored cruisers yet to be reck- 
oned with. Japan has no sea reserves. 
Togo’s squadron must receive all the care 
and coddling lavished on a pfima donna’s 
throat, If his ships were sufficiently re- 
duced to allow of their being mastered by 
the fresh Baltic squadron Japan would lose 
control of the sea and with it the war. 

During ‘the fight the Japanese fire was 
directed almost entirely at the six Russian 
battleships, five of which are believed to 
have been severely crippled. The Czare- 


‘vitch, which reached Kiauchau, was badly 


mauled. The Russian admiral, Withoft, 
standing on its bridge was blown to pieces. 
The Pobieda, with two of its masts lost 
and one of its heavy guns knocked out of 
plumb; the Retvizan, most seriously dam- 
agéd of all, and three others, probably the 
Poltava, Peresviet, and Sevastopol, appar- 
ently crawled back to Port Arthur. 
Togo says that because he concentrated 
his fire upon the enemy’s battleships, their 
cruisers escaped with slight relative dam- 
age. But the cruiser Askold, 5,905 tons, 
which reached Shanghai, was sadly battered. 
One of its five funnels was knocked off and 
the other four were riddled. It had several 
large shell holes near the water line. The 
Japanese damage is not known. Togo says 


been lowered, and that his damages have 
‘been temporarily repaired. ae 

The fight is another tribute to Togo’s abil- 
ity. He has practically destroyed the hard 
fighting capacity of the Russian Port Arthur 
fleet and without much damage to himself. 
Togo is a great sea captain. On what he has 
already achieved his name will be written 
high in Neptune’s honor roll. 

On Aug. 8 and 9, the two days immediate- 
ly preceding the sortie of the fleet, the Jap- 
anese soldiers continued their violent and 
réckless assaults upon the defenses of Port 
ur. On Monday night they took Taku- 
shan hill, 845 feet high. This is the strate- 
gic key of the eastern defenses of the fort- 
ress. These defenses, being situated sev- 
eral hundred feet below Takushan, would 
be subjected to a plunging fire directed down 
upon them from the batteries on that hill. 


stealthily daring effort, retook Takushan. 
The news was brought by the commander 
of the Ryeshitelni, who left the besieged 
place with the Russian fleet on the 10th of 
August. The Japanese have been endeav- 
oring to retake Takushan, but with what 
success is unknown. 

Little news has come of the Liaoyang 


situation. The Japs are using the Liao river 


‘and the Sinminting railway to get a force to 
the westward of Liaoyang. This, if accom- 
plished, would nearly complete the circle 
around it. But apparently the Japanese 
have not advanced from the south or east 


| since the Ist of August. It is now the 14th. 


The Russians have therefore had two weeks 
to retreat northward along the railroad to 
Mukden or Harbin, The railroad has not 
yet been interfered with. If the Russians 
have tried to get away, they must have suc- 


ceeded. 


It isa myetery why the Japances, having 
the trap for Kouropatkin all set, failed to 
spring it. On Aug. 1, two days’ more work 
would have encircled his army and forced 
its surrender. With the exception of the 
operations around Port Arthur, the cam- 


| paign would be over for the year. It is im- 


possible to say what has caused the delay. 

The Japanese commanders who entered 
the neutral Chinese port of Chefoo and took 
by force and carried off the dismantled Rus- 
sian torpedo boat destroyer Ryeshitelni, 
which had taken refuge there, doubtless 
thought they were aiding Japan. They 
were guilty of an infraction of the sover- 
eignty of China which the J apanese an. 
ment hardly can condone. 

When similar cases have occurred in our 
history we have always returned the ships 
so acquired. In 1864 Commander Collins 
of the Wachusett caught the confederate. 
cruiser Florida in the port of Bahia. Dis- 
-regardful of the fact that it was in neutral 
waters, Collins captured it and brought it 


| to Norfolk. The Brazilian government at 


once demanded reparation for this illegal 
act. The American government disavowed 
and regretted the act of Commander Col- 
lins. It suspended him and ordered him be- 
fore a court martial. The officers of the 
Florida were released. Collins thought he 
was doing right, as Wilkes did when he took 


Mason and Slidell off the Trent, but both 


were in the wrong and the government had 
to apologize for them. 

Russia has already protested formally to 
Japan, and if China does not demand repa- 
ration immediately Russia may take the 
position that Chinese neutrality is a myth 
which she will not feel bound to respect.

The property owners will pay much less 
than if they had let the city do the work. 
Their contractor will charge them less than 
he would the city because they will pay cash 
down, While it pays in special assessment 
bonds, which the contra@tor has to dispose 
of on the best terms he can get. 

The property owners will have their own 
inspectors, who will see to it that the pave- 
ment is laid in strict accordance with the 
contract. There will be none of that blind 
city inspection which has been responsible 
for so many wretched pavements. 

There would be a great money saving if 
property owners would unite oftener and do 
for themselves those things which they are 
more competent to_attend to than city of- 
ficials. The men who complain of heavy 
street paving assessments can always make 
them lighter by doing the work themselves.

But he is sworn to secrecy in case 
he ts not satisfied, and in case of satisfaction 
self{f-preservation prompts and enforces ab- 
solute secrecy. 

The person who yields to this alluring 
Suggestion is taken into a remote room and 
and Diindfolded after he enters. 
Finally he is brought into an apartment in 
which sits an operator before a machine that 
looks much like a miniat clothes wringer.

From Cumberland, Md., comes infovmation 
that four trunks, containing over 600 pounds 
of bogus greenbacks, ‘have been captured 
and held by the authorities.
